Purchased by Kaiser Coal Ltd 


Jack L. Ashby, president of Kaiser Coal 
Ltd., and William R. Prentice, president of 
Crows Nest Industries Limited announced to¬ 
day the formal closing in Vancouver, B. C., of 
the purchase by Kaiser Coal from Crows Nest 
of extensive holdings of coking coal proper¬ 
ties in the Fernie, B. C., area. 


Kaiser Coal Ltd., a wholly-own¬ 
ed Canadian subsidiary of Kaiser 
Steel Corporation, announced on 
January 30, 1968, that it had reach¬ 
ed an agreement to supply more 
than 45 million tons of coking 
coal from the Crows Nest proper¬ 
ties to the Japanese steel industry. 

Initially, Kaiser Coal Ltd. will 
operate the mines at about the 
same rate of production as in the 
past few months with shipments 
to customers in Canada as already 
scheduled. Also, Kaiser Coal Ltd. 
will continue shipments of coking 
coal to Japan in approximately 


the same volume as Crows Nest 
has been doing. 

At the same time Kaiser Coal 
Ltd. will proceed immediately 
with the long range development 
of the coal properties to prepare 
for the large scale commitments 
covered in the new Japanese con¬ 
tract. 

The goal is to develop strip 
mine operations to a rate of 200,- 
000 tons a month by early fall 
of 1969, building up to an annual 
rate of 4,000,000 tons by April, 
1970.

$33,040 NHA Grant 
For Special Study 
C. N. P. Area 


OTTAWA, March 12 - Hon. E. 
J. Benson, President of the Treas¬ 
ury Board and Minister respon¬ 
sible to Parliament for Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation 
today announced an NHA grant of 
$33,040 to the Municipalities of 
the Crows Nest Pass region to 
cover 50 per cent of the cost of 
special regional study. 

Included in the area to be stud¬ 
ied are the towns of Blairmore 
and Coleman, the villages of Bel¬ 
levue and Frank, the municipal 
district of Pincher Creek and the 
hamlet of Burmis. 

The study will result in a de¬ 
velopment plan which will help 
civic authorities co-ordinate pro¬ 
posed and potential development 
in the Crows Nest Pass region. 
Problem areas will be identified 
and examined. Possible urban re¬ 
newal scheme areas and the type 
of urban renewal necessary will 
be suggested. 

The federal contribution of $33,- 


040 covers 50 per cent of the cost 
of the study, the province of Al¬ 
berta will contribute $26,852 and 
the local government have agreed 
to contribute $1 per capita for a 
total of $6188. 

The grant is made under a sec¬ 
tion of the National Housing Act 
which provides for special stud¬ 
ies relating to the condition of 
urban areas.
